Upon our arrival Eickmeier was sitting in the back seat on the drivers side of Kramer's vehicle. I asked 
her to tell me what happened. She advised me of the following: She met Kramer at WalMart for a custody 

iieat of Kramer's vehicle hugging her daughter Madeline and taking 
picture of them together. She advised that Kramer even took a picture of them for her. She felt that the 
passenger side front seat was to close so she started moving the seat forward. Kramer asked her what 
she was doing and she told him. Kramer got Madeline secured in the child seat and Eickmeier said that 
she would see them tomorrow (17-29-16) at 18:00 hours. Kramer stated "No" because he believed that 


he had visitation until Sunday. 
Madeline for two days and the 


Eickmeier advised that per the court order, one week Kramer was to have 
next week he was to have her for four days. She advised that this was a 


two day visitation week not a four day visitation because last week was the four day visitation week. It 
should be noted that Eickmeier denied Kramer visitation with Madeline last week, see case 16-9670. 
Kramer disagreed with her and told her that he would not return her until Sunday. Eickmeier advised 
that she felt that this was to long for Madeline to be "sexually abused" and she would not allow Madeline 
to go with him for that long. She advised Kramer that she was going to take Madeline back and deny him 

as she was standing outside of the vehicle, but with her upper body still 
siway and tried to "run her over". Eickmeier advised that she jumped into 
'un over and called the police. 

Kramer advised that this wa s not the case. He was not trying to run Eickmeier over and had no 
intention to do anything of the sort. He stated that since their last court date, Eickmeier has not allowed 
him to have visitation with Madeline as ordered by the judge. He advised that because he had not seen 
his daughter in over a month he was going to keep her for the four day visitation. He advised that there 
was nothing in the custody order that gave specific dates that said when the visitation was to be two days 
or four days. He advised that when he told her that he was going to keep her until Sunday she stated that 
she was not going to allow him to take her at all and started trying to remove Madeline from her car seat.
